There is something in Washington 
or in Lincoln or Grant that defies 
analysis. It is a moral elevation, 
a magnanimity, a nobleness and 
profoiuidness of mind. It is force 
of character and ability by whicli 
man i.s able to meet great emergen- 
cies. Tills is true greatness. 

Nothing discloses real character 
like tile use of power. If you wish 
to know what a man really is, give 
him power. This is the supreme 
test. 

Judged by this standard, Abra- 
ham Lincoln stands out one of the 
purest, grandest and nolilest char- 
acters of all time. Greatness was 
never more unconscious of it.sell 
than it was in him. It consisted in 
the fact that he made mistakes but 
ro.se al)Ove them. 

Lincoln was a man of marvelous 
growth The statesman or the 
military hero born and reared in a 
log caliin is a familiar figure in 
American history ; but we may 
search in vain among our men of 
honor and fame for one whose 
origin and early life equaled Abra- 
ham Lincoln's in obscurity and lack 
of education. 

He sprang from the poorest class 
in the border south. Hard work 
was his early lot ; his education a 
minus factor. In the year of his ma- 
jority his father moved to Illinois. 
Here Luicoln began for himself the 
hard battle of life. Me became an 
ambitious young man. Uiiquestion- 
ai)ly in .some my.sterions way, he ar- 
rived at the conclusion that this 
world had .something far liigher for 
liim than neighborhood joker, cham- 
pion wrestler or prize wood chopper. 

A lawyer lent him a copy of IJlack- 
stone and he commenced the study 
of law ; was admitted to the bar in 
1836 ; rose rapidly in his profession 
and became an eminent lawyer. Be- 
ing more adapted to the part of a 
jurist than au advocate, owing to 
the striking uprightne.ss of his 
character, he applied himself to this 
branch of his profession, and it may 
truly be said that his vivid sense of 
truth and justice had much to do 
with his effectiveness as a jurist. 
When he felt himself to be the pro- 
tector of innocence, the defender of 
justice, or the prosecutor of wrong, 
he frc{|ucntly disclosed .such un- 
expected resources of reasoning, 
such depth of feeling, and ro.se to 
such fervor of appeal as to astonish 
and overwlulm his hearers, and 
make his appeal irresistible. 

Hecontiuued to " ride thecircuit," 
read books, tell funny stories to his 
felli^w lawyers in the taverji, chat 
familiarly with his neighbors and 
become more and more widely 
known, trusted and beloved among 
the people of his State for his 
ability as a lawyer and politician, 
for the integrity of his character 
and the ever flowing spring of 
sympathetic kindness in his heart. 
His main ambition was that of 
l)olitical distinction, yet no one, at 
the lime, would have suspected that 
he was the man destined to Ic.ul the 
nation throiiv-'li tht' L'ri-.itist crisis of 
the century, 

Ncvcrthclci,-., in. *>..-. ^;iowiiig, 
indeed, this is one prominent fact 
in Lincoln's life — he never ceased 
growing. As captain In the Hlack 
Hawk war, as a candidate for the 
legislaliirc, as sorckccper, post- 
master, surveyor and law student, 
he was always growing. 

\\\ 1846 he was elected to Congress 
where he distinguished himself as a 
.liuinorons speaker and rapidly 
advanced to the front as a statesman, 

Lincoln was a statesman in the 
truest and grandest sense of the 



word. He was a type of honesty 
and moral integrity. He had a 
conscience "void of offense toward 
God, and toward men " A lover of 
"the truth, men learned to trust him. 
He was just, and for that reason 
would not put upon others th it 
which he would not put upon him- 
self. He studied the questions of 
the day and founded his opiuons on 
truth and justice. 

It was not until 1854, when the 
.slavery question had been thrttst in- 
to ]x>litics as the paramount issue, 
that Lincoln's powers were aroused 
to their fullest capacity. He plung- 
ed into arduous study of the question, 
in its legal, historical and moral as- 
pects, until his mind became a 
complete ar.senal of argument. 

Now he was able to cope with any 
political antagonist. The time had 
come when the Republican party 
required a man to |)ut forward as 
their standard bearer one who would 
be equal for the coining election. 

They found in Lincoln all the 
antecedents of his life to be such as 
to produce in him the rarest quali- 
fications for the Presidency, to 
which he was now called by his 
party. It was during this canvass 
that he first revealed, in his great 
debates with Stephen A, Douglas, 
the full scope of his originality and 
genius. Subsequent to this coin- 
l>at of giants, he was duly elected 
President. 

No President, before or since, ever 
took his seat under such difficulties 
Tije situation which confronted him 
was appalling — secession of tliL* 
.Southern States was fully organized, 
and less than a month before his in- 
auguration seven of them had already 
.seceded. 

During his inaugural address he 
declared his fixed purpose to uphold 
the Constitution and preserve the 
integrity of the Union. It was his 
policy to ignore the action of the 
siceded States as a thing in itself 
null, void and of no effect. 

Lincoln was the man whom Provi- 
dence placed at the head of the na- 
tion in the supreme hour of its des- 
tiny. When he assinned the reins 
of government he was surround by 
traitors. The government was with- 
out army, without navy, without 
credit He spoke, and two millions 
of men sprang, as from the ground. 
He breathed, and the bosom of the 
ocean was covered with ships of war 
He placed his hand upon Wall Street 
and the credit of the govennent Vras 
.secured. He surrounded himself 
witii the best and truest counselors 
of the time. 

He signed hi.s name and the shac- 
kles fell from the limbs of four mil- 
lion of slaves. His was a greatness 
for the time. He was the Moses of 
a new dispensation — called of God to 
lead the hosts of captives out of the 
bondage house of their oppression 
Like his great prototype he was not 
permitted to see the land of promise. 
He led the people sifely through, 
but he was not allowed to guide them 
acro.ss the Jordan. 

On the morning of April 15, 1865, 
God called Abraham Lincolu away 
from mortal sight. 

Measured by what he did as a 
statesman and IcadT, he .stands 
head and shoulders above all rnleriof 
men in the annals of the six thou- 
.sand years of huinan history. 

While a " solitary stripe remains 
in our banner." while a" single 
star is blazoned on its field of blue," 
so long will the deeds, the herois m 
and the loyalty of Abraham Lin- 
coln be told to generations yet un- 
born — Lincoln Stories by /. E.

Delivered at the dedication of the tiet- 
lysbitrg National Cfiiietery on the Gettys- 
burg Hatllefield, November 19, i86j. 

Fourscore and .seven years ago our 
fathers brought forth on this conti- 
nent a new nation, conceived in 
liberty, and dedicated to the proposi- 
tion that all men are created equal. 
Now we are engaged in a great civil 
war, testing whether that nation, or 
any nation so conceived and so 
dedicated, can long endure. We 
are met on a great battlefield of 
that war. We have come to de- 
dicate a portion of that field, as a 
final resting placfc fortho-se who here 
gave their lives that that nation 
might live. It is altogether fitting 
and proper that we should do this 
Hut, in u larger sense, we cannot 
dedicate, we cauaot consecraie, we 



cannot hallow, this ground. The 
brave men, living and dead, who 
struggled here, have consecrated it 
far above our poor power to add or 
detract. The world will little note, 
nor long remember, what we' say 
here, but it can never forget what 
they did here. It is for us the living, 
rather, to be dedicated here to the 
unfinished work which they who 
fought here have thus far so nobly 
advanced. It is rather for ws to be 
here dedicated to the great task 
remaining before us ; that from the.se 
honored dead we take increased 
devotion to that cau.se for which they 
gave the last full measure of devo- 
tion ; that we here highly resolve 
that these dead shall not liave died 
in vain ; that this nation, under God, 
shall have a new birth of freedom ; 
and that government of the people, 
by the people, for the people, shall 
not perish from the earth.

A Lincoln story which has perhaps 
never before been printed is told by 
one who had it from the lips of Rear 
Admiral John L. Worden, who, a- 
lieutemnt, commanded the Monitor 
in its fight with the Merrimac 

When the Monitor was in process of 
construction, there was considerable 
discussion at Washington as to who 
sljould command it As the vessel 
was in so many ways an experimental 
craft, it was felt to be tiot entirely a 
proper thing to order anyone to take 
charge of it, and the idea of calling 
for volunteers was considered A 
friend of Lieutenant Worden. how- 
ever, suggested his name He was 
a.sked if he would t.ike the command, 
and he gladly accepted it. 

When he had made the emergency 
run from New York, on the receipt 
of news that the Merrimnc was 
destroying the Union fleet, and after 
he had defeated the Confederate 
ironclad. Lieutenant Worden was 
taken, wounded and unconscious, 
from his ship, and escorted back to 
Washington bv the .same friend who 
had suggested his name— an officer 
on duty at navy headquarters. At 
I his friend's house he was cared for. 

On the morning after the Battle at 
Hampton Roads, President Lincoln 
and the members of his Cabinet held 
a meeting to consider the various 
aspects of the battle, and the naval 
officer was called in, as a witness of 
the battle, to de.scribe it. 

"Where is Lieutenant Worden 
now?" asked the President 

"At my house, sir." replied the 
officer. The President reached for 
his hat, and a moment later the meet- 
ing adjotirned. 

"I don't know what you gentle- 
men are going to do," he said, " hut 
for my part I am going to pay my 
respects to the young man who 
fought that battle." 

He walked directly to the sick- 
room where Worden Hv, blindfolded 
and in great pain. Without .speak- 
ing, he re.ached out his great hands 
and folded them over one of Wor- 
den's. Some one told the lieutenant 
that it was President Lincoln whh 
had come. "You do me great honor, 
sir " he .said President Lincoln 
stroked his hand 

"You need no m'tn to 
honor, lieutenant," hesaid, 
have done great honor to 
and your country," In all 
thereafter Admiral Worden declared 
that nothing ever moved him as did 
the grasp of the President's hands 
and the deep, thrilling sympathy in 
his voice. In the course of that visit 
President Lincoln told the lieutenant 
that promotion was awaiting him. 
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Of the first, delivere^l March i, r86i : 

" I am loth to close. We are not 
enemits, but friends. We must not 
be enemies. Though passion may 
have strained, it must not breakout 
l>o)ids of affection. The mystic 
chords of memory, stretching from 
every battlefield and patriot grave 
to every living heart and hearthstone 
all over this broad 1 ind, will yet 
swell the chorus of the Union when 
again touched, as surely they will 
be, by the better augels of our na- 
ture." 



Of the secouj, delivere<l March 4, 1865 

" With malice toward none, with 
charily for all, with firmness in the 



right, as God gives us to see the 
right, let us strive on to finish the 
work we are in ; to bind up the 
nation's wounds ; to care for him 
who shall have borne the battle, and 
for his widow, and his orphan — to 
do all which may achieve and cherish 
a just and lasting peace among our- 
selves, and with all nations. "

Understanding the spirit of our 
institutions to aim at the elevation 
of men, I am opposed to whatever 
tends to degrade them. 

The reasonable man has long since 
agreed that intern p>ernnce is one of 
the greatest, if not the greatest, of 
all evils among mankind. 

The purposes of the Almighty are 
perfect, and nuist prevail, though 
we erring mortals may fail accurate- 
ly to receive them in advance. 

I know that the Lord is always 
on the side of right ; but it is my 
constant anxiety and prayer that I 
and this Nation should be on the 
lyOrd's side 

If this country cannot be saved 
without giving up the principles of 
T.,iberty. I was about to .say that I 
would rather be assassinated on this 
spot than surrender it. 

Manv free countries have lost 
their liberty, and ours may lo.se 
hers ; but if she shall, be it my 
proudest plume, not that I was the 
last to desert, but that I never desert- 
ed her 

How willinflv would I exchange 
places today with the .soldier who 
sleeps on the ground in the Army of 
the Potonijic ! — To Hon. Schuyler 
Colfax, upon receiving bad news 
from the Armv. 

I cannot Imt know, what yon all 
know, that without a name, perhaps 
without a rea.son. why I should have 
n name, there has fallen upon me 
such a task as did not rest even up- 
on the Father of his Country: and. 
so feeling, I cannot but turn and 
look for that supr»ort without which 
it will he im|x>ssible to perform that 
great task. I ttim. then, and look 
to the great American people, and 
to that God who has never forsaken 
them — Februarv, '61

Antelopes, in particular, have 
suffered from the encroachment of 
I h»» settler Colorado has had ni> 
open season on antelopes for scvptjiI 
vears, lint these animals are steadily 
ilisappearlng. The pleins conuiiy 
MHSt of the Rooky Sinuntains hut- 
'leen put under fence nrriil little o( 
the rang • has b' « 1 lelt foi the ante- 
lope. Am a result, the Stale of 
Colorado lirtH had to feed the few 
remaininif l»ands of these beautiful 
crfHtuies nearly every winter. Tin- 
best of tliM ratiu'e has been taken 
n|> by settlers. The antelopes are 
unable to find snfllcient naiuial 
feed, and are driven by hunger to 
the very farmyards of die rancliers. 
The rancliers dojimt. have more than 
enonuh feed for tlitvir stock and are 
compelled to call nj>on the Slate for 
protection, as the antelopes play 
havoc Willi haystacks. The State 
has fed the sulelopea, but i" !>• 
oolioed that the uiMUl>er of animals 
is sli>adily dwindlinL', and it will be 
only s Mhort time until there are no 
more left on the h gli plains, where 
iliey once roamed by tlionsaiids 

Fish are little Itetier piolecled 
ihnn other f<»rms nt wild gsme. 
The fltli laws of ilie Wesii-rn Stales 
vary to a remarkable decree, and 
iiHler«sl prol'Otion is afforded nn 
d>r th«m. Ii is the same old story 
diffleuby in >ecuiinu a conviclion 
in local cuurta, Dynsmilers, and 
seiners ply (hcli callinu, aud are sel- 
dom caiigUt and never convicted. 
Wyoming, which has Ih" finest 
tiout stream in the West, unless 
exception le made of the (Jui.ni.son 
iu Cohna to, has no closed season 
on trout. Ffslieriuen report big 
catches tn spawning Itme, when the 
fish should be left undlsturlied. If 
there are any laws regarding the 
scieening of irrlL'Siing ditches such 
laws are never enforced, and one 
hears nf 10 and l'^ |HUind tnmt be- 
ing caught l>y farmers' boys in ir- 
rigation ditchea If Homeltody is to 
beentertHintH), (he cilixens of an 
enterprising town In the hauuls of 
the big trout will give a "fish fry " 
For a day or tAvo everybody in town 
will turnout, and the stream will be 
whipped 10 t foaiu. The laws re- 
gnlHting Ihe size of the indvidiial 
catch will be openly violnted, and 
when Ihe day of the '*fry" arrives 
there will be a veritable orgy, with 
(liounandn of trx>ttt forming 'he 
fealnre of Ihe feast. The finest 
lioni sirearns in the world are being 
depletod rapidly and flsherucu who 



visit the North Platte and the La. 
ramie every season report lloit those 
sireMinsHie showing lhe,eflfect of 
Wyoming's lax enforcement of Ihe 
laws. 

The eondition of the elk in Jack 
son's Hole Is latgely due to (he con- 
slant linntinu of Ihe animals in 
locilities. Thousands of elk Imve 
drifteil from Colorado northwarti in 
the last few years, beinir friulneiied 
out by the settlers, who have hunt- 
ed litem in ^ertson ami oitt. Elk 
are greiii travelers, ami when dis 
tiirbeil will go lotia disianees in the 
endeavor to shake off datnrer 
Fleejiii.' fiom ihe poplutled monti 
(Hill ilisiriciH of Coloiado in'o 
Wyoming, they have nt last rlrifled 
to the spiisely populated J ickson's 
Hole country. The aoditions to 
the Uri;e elk herd that lias always 
fed in (liH Jack.scn's Hole and 
Yellowstone park country have 
proved too <.Meiil for Ihe natitral 
ranye (o support. Wyoming has 
had to feed Ihe elk, and finally ths 
problem of caring for lh»» animals 
has ui-own so aoiKe jhal Undo Sam 
has Deen called npon for aid, and 
a( the last regnlii^ 8e.ssion of Con 
uress severd thousand (toallars 
wei« apiMoprialcil, to be spent in 
caring for rhe elk Had the elk 
been properlv protected fi-om the 
first, no Hitch situation would have 
arisen. 

It has been proposed Io remove 
several (honsand of (he Jackson'* 
'lole elk to Coloraclo and Monlana, 
But (dd hniiters clum that such a 
move w<mld be foUy, as the elk 
would drift back to their old feedini- 
irronnd, and in aj-ear or two condi 
lions would be as bad as ever. 
Apparently the only solution of (he 
tuo'ilem, aocordiim to oflBcersot (he 
i>iolou:icsl survey who have the 
matter in hand, is the removal of 
parts of the elk in small nitmbers to 
various psrks aed |>rivate games 
preserves, wheie they will be under 
fence. This means a long step 
toward the extinction of the elk, for 
iho.se animals do not thrive well in 
captivity, their jaa'nre heinu too 
restles.s to stand close conflnemeni. 

Owina to difference in the gi^ine 
laws of variiuis Slate.s, and lax en 
foreemeiit of the same, uame birds 
aredisapirearing. Wihl geese thai 
could '>e killed in ureal numbers in 
tlio Rocky Mountain Slates a few 
years airo, are now a rarity. Some 
of the "tram" hou" pictures, taken 
by men who love to pose liefore the 
esmerai in the mi<lst of their tro 
phies, go a lonir way toward telling 
Ihe details of the tragedy. 

The Irauedy of the buffalo is 
familiar to all. Theteis only one 
"outlaw" herd in this coirtKry, 
which numbers ahouf 75 head, and 
whii'h is sni>pose<l (o be part of the 
herd owned by Michael PhMo, of 
Roman, Mont. There was a small 
lietd in Lost Park, ('olorado, biri 
the last chapter in the history of 
that herd was written wheit the 
Slate oonfise.iteil a nitm»»erof skins 
and heads, in the possession of a 
hiinler, and sold them far $1,086. 

Mountain lions, wolves, ooyntes, 
and liob c:tts are re.sponsible for a 
(lart of the decrease in wild L'anie 
in the Weptern Slates. The.se 
predatory animals have actually 
shown an increase, in spite of 
lilieral bounlies off-r-ed for their 
desiruction. Mountain lions are 
especially sktilftrl in killing deer 
and elk They Imve wrought gre«t 
d>Mnage in Yellowstone National 
Park — .so much so (hat professional 
iinniers ar-e employed in (he na(ion- 
al fiuests adoji^ning the park and 
spend much of their lime puisnini; 
mountain lions with packs of 
specially Iraineil hounds. Wolves 
ami povotes play havoc with (he 
sntelope on the piaiits in winter 
All Western States have standing 
bounties on the heads of these ani- 
mals, but (»o jliard are the wolves 
and coyotes to trap they remain a 
cotrstani tnenace to ijio wild uame 
as W(dl as to the flocks !iii<I herds of 
Western stockmen 

The piohlem of savmi; ilo- wild 
game in the West is difficult to solve, 
hut it is not impossible of solution 



came. Forest rangers who are 

• lepnt'ted as game wartlens hav« 
brought many proseoiKions which 
have endeil snccessfully l^ext to 
absolute «!onirol by Ihe government, 
oooj)eiHiion between the govern- 
ment and the State would be eflfee- 
live. A more uniform system of 
game laws on the part of (he States, 
and an awakening of public Herill- 
men! in heh«ir of Stale ant!iori(y 
would l>e beneficial. .As it is, uame 
protection in the last hannts of the 
creatntesof lite wild is merely a 
farce, and one of the choicest hVri- 
lat'cs of (he people is licini; shsme- 
fully waal e. I. — />wrer Ornrespnn- 
deuce New Orleans Jimes-Dftnocrat.

Bot, tbroagh tbe energy of Mr. 
Howard, another phase Of tbe 
matter has l)eeD revealed. The 
latest "deaf and dumb" panhandlt^r 
that Mr. Howard bad arrested in 
Dulnth and sent to prison, has 
been recognized by tbe police as a 
"yeggman," which is tbe police 
Bomunclature for men who go about 
tbe country robbing and stealing 
wherever and whenever they can. 
This fakir is supposed to i>« the 
advance agent of a gang of robber^, 
and his particular business was to 
seleot the places for robbery and 
get information that would make 
tbe roblwry easy and safe.

" The'case of Edward Parker who 
po»ed as a deaf-mute and was ai rest- 
ed and convicted on Satmday i.s an 
excellent illustration of t!ie wisdom 
of immediately reporting cases of 
heijging to the Associated Charities. 
Altlioiigh Patkerhad been operating 
in l^iilnth for two or three days none 
uf the many people of whom he had 
begced had made any report to us 
until he applied at the home of a 
clergyman on Saturday morning. 
We located] him within a few 
minutes after the report came in, 
and he was arrested just as soon hs 
we could secure a policeman for 
that purpose. 

"The police have discovered that 
Parker is an impostor with a crimi- 
nal record, lo assist such men not 
only encourages fraud and wastes 
the money of those who give, but is 
a grave inju.stice to the large body 
of self respecting, law abiding deaf- 
mutes who are endeavoring to earn 
an honest living. Through inakiii)^ 
it easy for such iitpostors to keep 
op their profitable tieggiuK expedi- 
tions many gain the irnptession that 
all deaf-mutes aie beggars. This 
also reacts on the honest latwring 
man who may be in need, as those 
who have been 'stung' l)y an im- 
postor are apt to regard even tbe 
honest man with suspicion.

And here is how the leS.son is 
driven home, in a communication 
from Jay Cooke Howard to the 
Dulutb Herald:— 

In the Monday Herald, under 
" Gleane<l Along the Police Run,'' 
is an accoiint of a dangerous "yegg" 
criminal, who bas been begging 
al)ont town for two or three days, 
pretending to be deaf and dumb. 
The good people of Duluth have 
been warned time atjd time again 
that every one of these d^af and 
dnmb i>eggar8 is an impostor, and 
it seems passing strange that they 
continue to hand out their goo 
money to those people. There is a 
Saying that • Fools and their money 
soon part,' ^nd it would seem to be 
iMirne out by tbe fact that these 
people can so easily ply their ne- 
farions imposition upon a com- 
munity that has been so often 
warned. 

The extent to which this graft is 
being carried can be realized when 
one considers that in 1911 flvear 
rests were made in Duluth and three 
other impostors were known to be 
in towu, hut were not caught. Two 
of these were women. One of them 
WHS known to have begtred the 
length of Michigan Street bot was 
not reporte<J. 

One's conscience may not be trou 
iiled by refusing aid to such people, 
for one can call up the Associatt'd 
Charities and report the maii«'r.

Assemblyman Cuvillier bas intro- 
duced a bill to have hII the school- 
boys in the Slate of New York of 
twelve years of age and over learn 
tbe manual of armsand be brought 
up so tliat they will be prepared lo 
be soldiers 

The bill has t)een a<-nt to Presi- 
dent Egfiton L Wintlirop of the 
Boiird of Education for his approval 
or disapproval. Mr Winlhrop is 
still consi<l«'ring the niatier. 

The bill provides that the adjn 
tant geneinl shall issue books of in- 
struction, directing the drilling and 
schooling in the inaniiMl of arms in 
each public school in the Stale of 
all boys of twelve and over. They 
are U) take part in not less than 
tweniy-four drills and instructions 
in the manual of arms, including 
parades, inspections, and muster 
(luting esch school term. 

The adjutant generiil is to detail 
a comin'ssioned officer of the 
National Guard, who shall from 
time to time visit each State piil)lic 
school to " instruct, inspect, parade, 
and muster," all the boys. 

The officer to t)e paid acording to 
rank as provided by military law 
when on active dnty.

William E. Sliaw of Fiynii has in- 
vented an ele<!trical arrai'uemeiit 
which flashes letters and numerals 
which ileaf persons can read. He 
calls it " deaf-mutes' telephone." On 
an ornamental lioard, which may lie 
allaclied lo a wall of a room, Shaw 
has urraiiged 36 incandescent Ismps, 
and Ihrouuli the operations of a 
keyboaid connectioo Is made with 
any lamp, and thus words are spell- 
ed or (Imires announced. 

Over each lamp is a letter of the 
common alphabet, Ihe Itmps and 
letters beinif arranged in n-gular 
order. Tlie same rule Is followed 
with Ihe lamps denoting fiu'iires. 
E'ldi lamp is h< paiabdy connected 
wiih a keyltoard, which may lie a 
help to R person or placed wltliin 
easy reacii of seveiai who desire to 
converse. Pressure on a key makes 
contact wiih Ihe lamp, and words 
are rapidly spelleil. The key- 
tioard is, o( course, connected with 
the electric listhllng syslem in a 
residence. Where such facilities 
do not esi**!, batteries of snfQcient 
power would provide ihe current.

He hIso in- 
formed me that several conlri bu- 
llous had been returned, and that 
he could easily have secured all the 
money he needed II wns lianlly 
necessary lo return the money, an<l 
it was not douH by my order But 
as I have stated puldlcly it is belter 
that all moneys should lie sent lo 
Hie Association treasurer, and dis- 
linrsed by the Executive Committee. 
If those who contribuled money 
will send it to the treasurer, S. M. 
Freeman, Cave Springs, Ga., with 
the stipulation that it sliall 1*0 used 
in suppressing impostors, the money 
will be so used, and due cri^dil will 
be giv«n in the treasurer's reports 

I have lieen asknd why Mr. 
Hunt wasallowed to solicit for the 
Iiidiisiri.il Bureau. Mr. Hunt had 
amtiitious plans for bis Bni-eHU, and 
at Hie time he started the N. A. D. 
was in no position «lo affoid him 
any aid. He issued the appeal for 
funds on his own initiative, and 
as he has reported all receipts and 
expenditures lo me and has always 
made it plain that his woik was toi- 
llie N. A. D., I have seen no occasion 
to interfere. The N. A D. needs 
money to carry on its work, and is 
not in a position to refuse coulii 
buiions made in good faith through 
any responsible channel. 

Mr. Regeusburg has received 
some suliscriptions for the Colorado 
report in the same way, and the 
Moving Picture Fund was collected 
by special collectors. But if every 
one holds out his hat for coutriliu- 
lious the deaf will naturally uet 
lired «)f it. Next Drcember on 
Gallaudet's l>irihday all will be ask 
ed to contribute lo the Gallaudet 
Monument repair fund, as decided 
liy the Execuiive Committee undei 
inst ructions from the Association. 
Meanwhile no other moneys should 
bo asked f<ir except contriontions lo 
the general treasury through mem- 
bership and donation .

you may diag him Ihronuh the 
mud: but while I am president the 
banner of the N. A. D. will l>e held 
slofl.

The new order of affairs in Hie 
local Sunday meet iocs is fast be- 
coming popular anil all have be 
come accustomed lo the c 
it cah be called such.

Wyan<l every individual help and 
encouragement to continue the 
work. Both Ihe Tiuslees and Ihe 
Evangelical Alliance have found 
that people will contribuie quicker 
and more liberally directly to the 
minister for this work ih.iO lo 
either body. The writer has it 
directly from persons who liave 
lielptd Ihe church work, that it 
is the beli»'f that Ihe Boston Society 
used Hie funds fur literary, social, 
and other diiinirs, witli only a 
spilnkle of reliuious or church 
work. People give lo our ministei 
dinclly because of the Alliance's 
niiiiieioiis works. Rev. Thomas in 
a letter to Mr. F »V Bigelow.

In a letter to Mr. Wyand from 
Mr. Woodliury, Treasurer of the 
Boston Society, under date of Fe- 
bruary 2, 1911 : 

"I have left in the Treasury, 
February 2, 1911, $512.07 this will 
not go a great ways. Now I hearlly 
approve yon work and what you are 
doin;;, but I can not stand back of 
you for anything beyoml the amount 
lam holding as Treasurer. It seems 
to ui**, my dear Mr. Wyand, thai 
either of the .>.ocietie8 (Evangelical 
Association of New England ; or 
Evangelical Alliance of Greatei 
Boston) ought to take up your work 
and put U through. They have the 
machinery, and Rev. Thomas and 
myself will be ybid to turn over tlie 
money lo either sotriety if they will 
use it for your work alone. Or 1 
will still hold the tnoney and pay 
it out as long as it lasts, but I think 
some one ought to take up your 
work and assist yon. I have more 
Han lean ito, I will l>e glad to uo 
with you to see Rev. S>yf..rd 
(Evanjielical Association) or Rev. 
MacPliie (Evangelical Alliance), or 
any one else if we can get them '<u- 
terested. I certainly trust that you 
will have great success and be aide 
to put your work upon a proper 
ba.sis." 

In a letter from Mr. Woodbury 
under date ot April 22, 1911, it is 
shown Ihe Alliance lia<l aiiieed lo 
succeed the Trustees, but suspend- 
ed the certain aclitui at wisdom ol 
lawyers : " It has been decided liy 
Hie lawyers, owing to the way the 
money was left to the Society, that 
I hati lifller retain the Tieasurer- 
sliip of the fund. That would nol 
inlerefere with any arrangeinenl 
that you have made, exc<-pt j-ou 
will be paid by me instead of Mr 
Bryant, as long as the fuinls iu my 
possession last." 

In a l«iiei under date of January 
2, 1912, Mr. Woodliury says : "I 
wisli we had nicnt^}' eiiouuh so that 
the work could have gone riifht 
alonir as it has, as I think yon have 
done giod work. You know the 
story, the funds gave out, and that 
is all we could do. I sincerely 
hope that you will make it i;o in 
the new way Wishing you a 
prospi-roiis New Year — not 011I3' for 
the New Year but for the balance 
of your life." 

The Boston Society now has about 
$175. Tiieletterof Mr. Woodbury, 
of Feliniary, 1911, one year auro, 
.showed the siiciety had $512. The 
trustees receiveii sbout $60 from 
Charily Association addresses. 
Dining the past three years, Mr. 
WyaiH* throiiuh the Alliance fur 
nislied a church free except sexton 
fee — a saving to Boston Society of 
two tlollars per Sunday for three 
years. He inauL'Uiated the month- 
ly soci.il system which has helped 
Ihe society several hundred dollars 
Some credit is ilue him for the 
collections given by Ihe increased 
crowil which attended his services 
over the old system. 

Mr. Woodbury in special con- 
ference with Mr. Wyand, was tohl 
by the minister that the work would 
1:0 o" through not a cent iu siulit. 
He remarked that he admired the 
minister's pluck and faith, and 
forthwith headed a list with the 
lea<lili!icashs iibscripHon. Through 
the alliance office the chain of ovei 
450 Evangelical Ministers in New 
England have been communicated 
with and requested lo bring this 
special work to hear on the jieople. 
Already QnanciSt hel|) has been 
s>'cur«d beyond that received liy 
Boston Society during past three 
years. The Alliance Committee 
|iiin[r(._!Iif *""* fixed a plan to secure fifty con- 
'tribuiions at ten dollars each and 
one hundred at five doUais each. 
If these are olitained the work is 
a*^8ured. R"V. Wyand was consign- 
ed to this field by the bishop of his 
churcdi, at the request of the (H>n- 
I'eieuce, and his rights are establish 
e<i tieyond all question. The work 
is now conceiilraled, and will go on 
even on a irreater scale^ extending 
ovr New Enuland. 

This will be joy to the friends of 
the sitrn-language the re^il Chris- 
tians. If Ihe alliance drops the work 
aud Rev. Wyand does not continue 
it on under his church, the affair 
ends, as no Home Mission here can 
net a vole in this line as many 
ministers aie oral supporters. The 
alliance is firm in its stand with 
Mr Wyand. and gives him full 
U.se if its macliii.ery to v'i Hie nei-d 
ed money. 

Rev. Wvand will luild mm\i<-i'« in

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. Tho pieseul Church 
is situated on 148tli Street, just west 
of Amstei'dani Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feel back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious anl social life Amonnst 
tbe silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this buildiuK, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his narrfl nas always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and It is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann'e Church is used wholly for 
the ,dear mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will l)e used lor the social, re- 
ligious and i'ldustrial neeils of the 
deaf-mules of New York. The 
amount r»'quired for " The (4iillau- 
del Meinonal Parish liuildiug" will/ 
be about $:30,000, aud tho buildiuK 
itself, in Its position aud purpose, 
will form a con.Mpieuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
